Three hurt in clash 
of students, campus 


police at UCSB

University of California Santa Bar­ 
bara campus police fought a half-hour 
pitched battle yesterday afternoon with 
radical supporters of dism issed UCSB 
professor Dr. William E. Allen at the 
doorway of the five-story Administra- 
tion Building on campus. 


Two officers were knocked to the 
ground and suffered minor injuries, while 
a student dem onstrator was taken to 
Goleta Valley Community Hospital for 
a gash on the head. 
Onlookers said Dr. Allen with a group 
of students of the Radical Students Union 
and others attempted to force their way 
into the building to confer with Chan- 
chancellor Vernon I. Cheadle in his 
fifth story offices. 


Campus police who are on duty at 
the building regularly now since the 
series of outbreaks on campus dating 
back to Jan. 28 met the students with 
nightsticks. 
A battle swirled over an 
officer with a movie cam era, osten­ 
sibly used to get identification of stu­ 
dents so a rre st w arrants can be issued. 


Injured in the outburst which broke a 
two-day. “ strike 
m oratorium ” called 
Monday by the students, was Robert 
W aters, 
19, of San Mateo, described 
as a student dem onstrator. 
Campus officials said Dr. Allen was 
seeking 
an 
audience with Chancellor 
Cheadle, who earlier had announced he 
would not review the case.

Injunction refused 


on drilling ban 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A federal 
judge has refused to issue an injunc­ 
tion banning further offshore oil drill- 
ing in the Santa B arbara Channel unless 
public hearings are held first, it was an­ 
nounced Thursday. 
U.S. D istrict Court Judge Albert Lee 
Stephens Jr. said he would not issue an 
injunction preventing Interior Secretary 
W alter J. Hickel from allowing further 
drilling 
until Hickel releases further 
data. 
The data, the jurist said, would per­ 
tain to reasons why Hickel made his de­ 
cision to resum e drilling following a mas­ 
sive blowout in Jan. 1969. 
Stephens said there was insufficient 
evidence at the present to support a claim 
that life or property had been threaten­ 
ed. 
In other action, a three • judge fed­ 
eral court refused to find unconstitution­ 
al federal laws under which the oil drill­ 
ing was undertaken. Both decisions were 
handed down ea rlier this week.

No comment from Nixon Civic Day ends

SAIGON (UPI) — Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird today ended a three- 
day 
fact-finding m ission 
to Vietnam 
for President 
Nixon 
and expressed 
optimism over the progress 
of the 
Vietnamization 
program . But he said 
a “ significant enemy threat rem ains.” 
He added, 
however, that U.S. troop 
withdrawal 
will continue and that when 
the

in mid-April, American com­

a decrease of 115,- 
500 in one year. 
Laird 
also 
disclosed the Vietnam 
War allies 
would hold a joint confer­

two months. He did not 
elaborate, 
Laird boarded an Air 
Force jet­ 
liner 
with Gen 
E arle G. Wheeler, 
chairm an of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
for Hawaii, 
where la ird will confer 
with the U.S. 
I*acific 
commander, 
Adm John S. McCain. 
Laird visited the Vietnamese coun­ 
tryside 
today, traveling by helicopter 
and jeep to a hamlet 
near the Cam­ 
bodian 
border and a m ilitary outpost 
American 
forces 
had just 
turned 
over to the South Vietnamese army 
The Defense Secretary 
said he had 
five 
basic 
im pressions from his sec­ 
ond tour 
Vietnam that he would re­ 
port to President Nixon and Congress. 
“ Vietnamization 
is working,” he 
said. 
“ From a m ilitary 
view|x)int, it 
is moving forward on schedule in some 
places and ahead of schedule 
in oth­ 
e rs .” 
Laird 
said he also 
felt “ a signifi­ 
cant 
enemy threat rem ains.” He said 
the 
United States and South Vietnam 
“ have the strength 
and several 
op­ 
tions 
available to respond effectively 
to any increase 
in the enemy threat.” 
Laird said he would report to Nixon 
that problems remain in both the mili­ 
tary and economic areas and “ we must 
anticipate some tem porary setbacks.’ 
SjKjkesmen 
for the Defense Secre­ 
tary 
reported 
earlier that President 
Nguyen 
Van Thieu 
asked la ird for 
“ substantially” more economic assist­ 
ance and sought assurances 
the Unit­ 
ed States will 
not abandon Vietnam 
The spokesmen said the requests were 
made Thursday during a three-hour meet­ 
ing between Thieu and la ird . 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (UPI) — The White House declined comment today on 
disclosures Supreme Court nominee G. Harrold Carsw ell sold Florida prop­ 
erty with racial restrictions, but noted such real estate convenants are not 
unusual. 
“ I think if you look across the country at various real estate documents 
you will find this particular situation is not isolated at a ll,” said presidential 
press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 
He said the President was not aware of the sale by Judge Carswell and his 
wife, Virginia, in 1966 of a lot at Ocklockonee Bay in the Florida Panhandle 
in which the deed restricted occupants to the “ Caucasian ra ce,” with the ex­ 
ception of domestic employes. 
Ziegler said Nixon did not approve of such covenants, which the Supreme 
Court ruled in 1948 were unconstitutional. 
Carswell was nominated by Nixon to fill the vacancy on the high court for 
which Judge Clement F. Haynsworth was rejected. 
The Senate is expected to approve his nomination despite revelations of 
his advocacy of white supremacy in a political race 22 years ago.

The Arab world’s press and radio 
today said the United States must share 
the blame for the Israeli air raid on a 
civilian factory near Cairo Thursday 
which killed 70 Egyptian w orkers. There 
were cries for revenge against Israel 
and the United States. 
At the same time, Israel reported new 
raids by Egyptian planes along the Suez 
Canal. 
A spokesman in Tel Aviv said 
six Egyptian planes penetrated Israeli- 
controlled airspace this afternoon and 
then paired off for simultaneous attacks 
on three Israeli positions in the central 
and northern sectors. 
He said one Soviet-builtSukhoi7bomb- 
e r was hit by Israeli ground fire and 
seen exploding in the air. There were 
no casualties or damages on the Is­ 
raeli side, he said. 
“ Israel is the tool of m urder in the 
hands of the im perialist killers of the 
United States,” Cairo radio said in 
leading the outcry against Washington 
for supplying warplanes and «bombs to 
Israel. 
The United States already has “ d o 
plored” the raid on a civilian factory 
north of the Egyptian capital. Reports 


from Egypt said the raiders were U.S.- 
made Phantom jets which used napalm, 
bombs and rockets in the strike against 
the Abu 
Zabal metal works, 
killing 
70 
and 
wounding 
49 of the 1,500 
employes. 
The guerrilla voice of Arabs radio 
in Cairo said: 
“ These are American 
planes, these are American bombs and 
these may be American pilots.” 
The Damascus newspaper AI Baath, 
publication of the ruling Arab SociaP 
ist Baath party, said the “ arm s that 
have been killing women and children 
in Vietnam are the same arm s that are 
being used in killing Arabs now.”

SAIGON UPI — Communist guerrillas 
shelled the old im perial capital of Hue 
during the night and shot down two 
more U.S. helicopters, m ilitary spokes­ 
men reported today. 
Twenty-three Allied soldiers, includ­ 
ing seven Americans, were injured in the 
helicopter crashes.

Allied soldiers had been killed or wound­ 
ed in air actions since Sunday and more 
than $5 million worth of American air­ 
craft destroyed.

'quota' 


systems

CHICAGO (UPI)—Vice Pres- 
ident Spiro T. Agnew, blasting 
“ supercilious 
sophisticates” 
who advocate quotas systems 
for admission to the nation’s 
colleges and universities, says 
the 
only 
quota 
should 
be 
“ aptitude.” 
“ By some strange madness,” 
Agnew 
told 
a 
Lincoln 
Day 
dinner Thursday night, the idea 
that 
students 
and 
teachers 
“ should be 
determined fun­ 
damentally by considerations 
other than aptitude” has gained 
currency among some acade­ 
mic people and “ supercilious 
sophisticates.” 
“ Where methodical instruc­ 
tion and extended training are 
needed to become qualified, it 
is right and proper that men 
should be treated as unequal,” 
Agnew told 2,074 Republicans 
who paid $100 a plate to hear 
him speak. 
In his speech, Agnew predict­ 
ed U.S. Sen. Ralph T. Smith 
would win the GOP senatorial 
primary. 
Smith’s 
opponent, 
William 
Rentschler of Lake 
Forest—who 
managed 
Pres­ 
ident Nixon's winning campaign 
in Illinois-attended the dinner. 
Agnew did not mention him. 
“ I 
know 
President 
Nixon 
takes comfort in the fact that 
Senator Smith has taken Ev’s 
(the late Everett M. Dirksen’s) 
place in the Senate,” Agnew 
told the applauding crowd. 
Outside the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel, 400 antiwar demonstra­ 
tors marched. A short time 
later and about three blocks 
away, 
police 
arrested 
24 
persons when they attempted to 
march in the Palmer House 
Hotel, where the jury in the 
“ Chicago 
seven” 
trial 
is 
sequestered. 
In his third appearance in the 
Midwest 
this 
week, 
Agnew 
chose the Lincoln Day dinner to 
discuss 
proposals 
to 
lower 
academic standards in universi­ 
ties so students of minority 
groups could enroll, or to have 
open admission. 
Agnew 
made 
his 
remark 
about men being treated “ as 
unequal” in formal education 
and said, “ It is not right that 
the unqualified should sit on 
boards of admission to decide 
who 
is qualified to receive 
instruction in institutions of 
higher and professional learn­ 
ing. 
“ Neither 
a 
university, 
a 
business firm, nor a labor union 
should ever discriminate among 
applicants 
for 
membership 
upon 
any 
basis 
other 
that 
aptitude 
for 
learning 
and 
practicing 
its 
craft. But it 
should discriminate upon this 
basis.” 
Agnew 
asked 
“ those 
who 
think 
that 
there 
should 
be 
ethnic quotas or race quotas or 
socioeconomic class quotas in 
the admissions to colleges or 
universities” if they would care 
to 
be 
served 
by 
doctors, 
airplane pilots and architects 
who had gone to college to fill a 
quota rather than because of 
their aptitude. 
He 
said 
that 
while 
the 
“ criterion of competence” has 
often been violated, “ surely 
that is no reason to abandon it, 
as happens when the concept of 
what is erroneously called’open 
admissions' 
makes 
its 
way 
among some of our supercilious 
sophisticates.” 
The vice president also spoke 
of “ the limits upon free action 
in a free society” and the 
“ arrogance” of campus mili­ 
tants who shout down opposi­ 
tion and threaten freedom.

Economists see inflation troubles

WASHINGTON

-A 
group of the nation’s leading 
private economists expect infla­ 
tion to be troublesome again 
this year despite a slowing in 
economic growth to the lowest 
pace since the 1958 recession. 
The panel of 20 consultants to 
the prestigious Business Counc­ 
il predicted Thursday inflation 
would be about 4.5 per cent this 
year-down slightly from 4.7 
per cent in 1969. But the real 
growth of the economy would 
be “ no more than I per cent.” 
The report was slightly less 
optimistic than President Nix­ 
on’s economic message earlier 
this 
month, 
although 
both 
predicted 
a 
Gross 
National 
Product (GNP) of $985 billion 
this year. 
The administration 
report 
anticipated about 4.3 per cent 
inflation this year coupled with 
a little more than 1 per cent 
real economic growth. 
Maurice 
Mann, 
assistant 
budget 
director, 
agreed the 
economy will be sluggish this 
year. But, in a speech prepared

Influenza spreading 
over most of nation 


ATLANTA 
(UPI)—The 
Na­ 
tional Communicable Disease 
Center (NCDC) today reported 
influenza has spread over most 
of the nation and predicted the 
outbreak would continue into 
April. 
NCDC 
said 
influenza 
or 
influenza-like 
illnesses were 
reported in 45 states, a drastic 
increase over the 
16 states 
reporting the disease a week 
ago. 
The federal health agency, 
conducting a special telephone 
survey of all 50 state Health 
Departments earlier this week 
to determine the extent of the 
disease, said it was widespread 
in 
the 
states of Louisiana, 
Rhode Island and Maine. Over 
50 per cent of the counties in 
these states were hit by the flu 
bug. 
Eleven other states reported 
regional outbreaks which meant 
the 
disease was present in 
more 
than 
two 
neighboring 
counties. 
Twenty-four 
states 
listed localized outbreaks and 
seven 
states 
reported 
only 
isolated cases. 
Only the states of Delaware, 
South Dakota, A r k a n s a s , 
Wyoming and Nevada reported 
no 
influenza 
activity. 
The 
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NCDC 
said there were 244 
deaths attributed to flu, most of 
it 
the 
Hong 
Kong 
variety, 
across the nation for the week 
ended Feb. 7. 
Dr. Michael Gregg, chief of 
the 
NCDC's 
Viral 
Disease 
Section, said “ not anywhere 
near 
as 
many 
people 
are 
affected with the Hong Kong flu 
this year as there was last 
year,” when an estimated 30 
million Americans came down 
with the disease. 
Gregg term ed the current 
outbreak “the second wave” or 
“backwash” from last year's 
Hong Kong flu epidemic. 
He predicted the disease will 
continue for three or four more 
weeks and finally die down in 
April.

Schrade 
Ski resort 
evacuated 
by tourists

—Thousands of tourists strand­ 
ed since Tuesday’s avalanche 
disaster stream ed out of this 
Alpine ski resort today over the 
only cleared road. 
Officials said perhaps 2,000 of 
the 
6,000 skiers at the resort 
managed 
to 
leave Thursday 
before 
a 
series 
of 
new 
avalanches sent thousands of 
tons of snow over Route 202 to 
Bourg St. Maurice. 
The new avalanches claimed 
the life of an 8-month-old girl, 
hit an auto convoy of departing 
tourists 
and 
smashed 
six 
chalets. Several persons in the 
convoy were injured. The infant 
was found beneath four feet of 
snow. 
Officials said tem peratures 
had dropped to below freezing, 
greatly lessening the chance of 
more 
avalanches. 
The 
one 
Tuesday killed 39 people in a 
youth hostel. 
One of the slides Thursday 
piled 
into 
a 
column 
of 
automobiles wending their way 
to Bourg St. Maurice. 
‘The wind and snow knocked 
the cars all over the road, 
hurling them off to the side and 
blowing them at least 100 yards 
down the road,” said Edward 
Classen of Lake Forest, 111. 
Thousands of tourists, some 
as many as four days late for 
work, were ready to leave when 
Mayor Noel Machet called off 
further departures because of 
Thursday’s slides. The tourists 
unpacked, moved back into the 
resort and spent the night. 
Before dawn today, police 
and

officials 
moved 
through the village awakening 
tourists and notifying them the 
road was again clear for the 
drive to Bourg St. Maurice. 
All ski runs at Val D’lsere 
have been closed since the wall 
of snow thundered down and 
smashed into two hotels Tues­ 
day. But officials said perhaps 
2,500 persons were waiting for 
conditions to improve enough so 
they could resume skiing.

Q—Where do most persons 
go wrong when selecting fur­ 
niture? Do they select an 
item to please guests, im­ 
press others or for personal 
comfort? 


A—I don’t think people go 
wrong in selecting furniture 
for these reasons. They go 
wrong if they use what they 
have chosen in a different 
way. 
I think you are so 
much in your home alone or 
with a family that the over­ 
riding idea in your selection 
of f u r n i t u r e must be to 
select on the basis of your 
fam ily’s daily life. I person­ 
ally like very much to come 
to people and see their home 
reflect their own life, not to

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Walnut growers seek help on aphid controls 


Does my husband qual ify ? . . . He sometimes 
plays w ith a Y o - yo , and he pouts when I 
ask him to help around the house. " 


California’s walnut growers 
are looking for help in their 
fight against the walnut aphid, 
primary pest of the nut in this 
state. 
Walnut orchards cover some 
175,000 acres in California. 
The walnut aphid occurs in all 
of this acreage, according to 
a 
University 
of California 
scientist. 
Dr. 
Martin M. Barnes re­ 
ported on the problem and re­ 
sults of his research aimed 
at finding selective chemicals 


for use against the walnut aphid 
at the 12th Annual Conference 
of the Department of Entomol­ 
ogy, UC Riverside. 
He is a 
professor of entomology in the 
department. 
The UCR scientist reported 
that the San Joaquin Valley, 
where most of the State’s wal­ 
nuts are grown, is subjected 
to high infestations of the pest 
for a period of about two months 
each year in the spring and 
again during the fall. 
Growers are finding it more 


difficult to control the walnut 
aphid with the registered chem­ 
icals they’ve used effectively 
in the past. Exposure to these 
pesticides over the years has 
resulted in varying degrees of 
resistance to them by the aphid. 
A few years ago, Dr. Barnes 
and his colleagues found that 
walnut aphid infestations had 
a profound effect on walnut pro­ 
duction in the state’s coastal 
areas. Only limited information 
was available on effects on 
walnut production in the San 


Joaquin Valley. 
Central val­ 
ley walnut growers now have re­ 
sults on this subject obtained 
in the area. 
Honeydew ex­ 
creted by the aphid kills the 
surface cells of Payne walnuts, 
turning them darker and sub­ 
jecting them to more heat ab­ 
sorption from the sun. “ Aphids 
play an important role in wal­ 
nut sunburn,” Dr. Barnes re­ 
ported, “ at least for the Payne 
variety.” 
He used this va­ 
riety in his 1969 field research 
near Visalia.

The National Merit Scholar­ 
ship Qualifying Test will be 
given tomorrow at Cabrillo High 
School. 
The test is sponsored 
by the National Merit Scholar­ 
ship Corporation and will be­ 
gin promptly at 8:00 a.m. 


Taking the NMSQT is a pre­ 
requisite for a secondary stu­ 
dent to be considered for the 
Merit Scholarships, Achieve­ 
ment Scholarships, and special 
scholarships administered by 
the NMSC. Students who score 
high on the N MSQT and who fu 11- 
fill other requirements will con­ 
tinue in 
the competition for 
scholarships to be used at the 
regionally accredited college 
of their choice. 


There is a $1.25 test fee 
for each student. 
Ttie fee is 
collected on the morning of 
the test. 


In May 1970 the student will 
receive through his school a 
pressure-sensitive 
label re­ 
porting his test performance 
and a Handbook for NMSQT 
participants to help the stu­ 
dent interpret his scores. 
At 


the same time the school will 
receive a list report of scores 
and a norms leaflet. 


The test is a two-hour ten- 
minute test of educational de­ 
velopment prepared especially 
for the NMSQT. 
It provides 
a measure of educational de­ 
velopment in four areas—Eng­ 
lish 
Usage, Mathematics Us­ 
age, Social Studies • Natural 
Sciences and Reading Compre­ 
hension Word Usage. 
Each of 
the tests are separately timed 
and are designed to measure 
what you can do with what you 
have learned. 


Taking 
the 
NMSQT con 
stitutes a step in establishing 
eligibility for all scholarships 
administered by the NMSC, and 
no other application to NMSC 
is necessary. 
To be eligible 
for consideration for NMSC- 
administered scholarships a 
student must: 
1. 
Be a U.S. citizen or in 
the process of obtaining citizen 
ship. 
2. Plan to attend a regionally 
accredited U.S. college and to 


enroll in a course of study 
leading to one of the usual 
baccalaureate degrees. 
3. 
Leave high school and 
enter college in the same cal­ 
endar year. 
4. 
Take the NMSQT at the 
proper time-based on the date 
he plans to leave secondary 
school and enter college. 


The NMSC also administers 
the National Achievement Schol­ 
arship Program for outstanding 
Negro students. 
The Achieve­ 
ment Program was established 
in 1964 with a grant from the 
Ford Foundation, a second Ford 
Foundation grant for this pro­ 
gram was made in 1968. The 
program 
seeks to identify, 
honor, and encourage academic 
attainment among Negro secon­ 
dary school students.

The other Olympic and world 
record champions read like a 
Who's Who of track and field. 
They include Randy Matson in 
the shot put, Willie Davenport 
in the high hurdles, John C arlos

very first phase of the swing. 
The grip must be correct, of 
course, or everything else 
that follows will oe wrong. 
Your fingers and hands are 
your only link with the club- 
head and it is the clubhead 
which strikes the ball. You 
can see from this that a poor 
or f a u l t y connection can 
short-circuit your e n t i r e 
swing. 
To achieve a sound swing, 
the h a n d s must work to­ 
gether. 
When executing a 
stroke, the clubface must be 
square to the ball. If either 
hand, or both, are placed too 
far to the right or left, then 
the clubface, Instead of be­ 
ing square, will he turned to 
one side. The ball will travel 
off line. 
To begin with, the back of 
the left nand should always 
face the direction in which 
you intend to hit. During the 
swing, the action of the left 


hand is similar to that of a 
backhand tennis stroke. Like­ 
wise, the palm of the right 
hand always faces in the di­ 
rection you intend to hit the 
ball. Thus, the right hand is 
placed behind shaft of the 
club. 
The grip should be 
firm, but not viselike.

The Associ­ 
ation supports a student research associates program with 
an annual $750 stipend guaranteeing an undergraduate col­ 
lege student a summer’s work in an established California 
laboratory. 
In addition, the Association sponsors the Science 
on a Shoestring grants up to $50 for projects of gifted science 
students in the county’s junior and senior high schools.

tician program in cooperation with Tri-Counties Dietetic 
Association answering questions concerning foods and diets. 


In the field of education, the Association has furnished 
teaching materials to all school health education teachers 
in the county; maintained an active Speakers’ Bureau and 
loan library for programs requested by clubs and organi­ 
zations; awarded savings bonds to winners in the Heart 
Category to high school science fairs in the county and 
sponsored an annual symposium on cardiovascular diseases 
for the benefit of physicians. 


Although cardiovascular diseases continue to be the na­ 
tion’s number one killer, taking more lives than all other 
causes combined, there are some encouraging statistics: 
a 20.1 per cent drop in the death rate of persons under 
age 65 since 1950. 
This drop is partially attributable to 
recent advances speeded by your contributions to the Heart 
Fund. 
This County is indeed fortunate to have such an active 
Heart Assocition.

The nation is fast approaching the 
19th 
in a series of the census of pop­ 
ulation and housing. 
Every 
10 years 
Americans take a good look at them­ 
selves to reinforce 
the platform 
of 
facts on which to base 
plans for the 
future 
course of the nation. The cen­ 
sus will begin April 1. 


The 
census tells 
us what we are as 
a 
nation and is nec­ 
essary 
stocktaking. 
The operation throws 
light on all the chang­ 
es 
that 
have taken 
place in recent years 
For 
the 
average 
American, 
the cen­ 
sus will be 
a simple 
exercise. 
The gov­ 
ernment 
asks that he devote a few 
minutes to answer questions about him­ 
self and his housing. Questions will be 
on printed forms that will be sent by 
mail to each household. 
For 80 per cent of the households 
there will be about 
23 questions that 
will require 
perhaps 15 minutes to 
answer. For the other 
20 per cent, 
there will be an average of 69 ques­ 
tions that will require about 45 min­ 
utes. 
What is the importance of taking a 
few minutes 
to put facts on record? 
Crucial 
decisions affecting every 
person in the nation depend upon the ac­ 
curacy and completeness of the census. 
To begin with, political power hinges on 
the census count: 
official 
population 
figures are used to determine the fair 
apportionment of seats in the Congress 
as well as in state and 
local legisla­ 


tive 
bodies. Further, 
federal 
funds 
are distributed locally on the basis of 
census population figures. 
Government 
leaders from the high­ 
est 
federal authorities to local 
offi­ 
cials 
plan and develop 
programs in­ 
volving billions of dollars on the basis 
of what the census tell of the characteris­ 
tics of people and their housing. And the 
same holds for non-government 
lead­ 
e rs responsible for the stewardship of 
our many enterprises. 


For the individual, the census is sec­ 
ret. No individual need fear 
that he 
is 
exposing 
himself to public view. 
The answers he gives 
about himself 
and his 
housing are held in strictest 
confidence. Census employes are for­ 
bidden by law from disclosing any fact 
about a person and would be subject 
to heavy fine or imprisonment for a vio­ 
lation of the law. In processing answers, 
facts 
about individuals 
are added in 


various 
ways resulting in statistical 
totals that depict the state of the nation.

WASHINGTON — Here is a preview of 
the Soviet Union in the ’70s: 
War with Red China 
inevitable be­ 
fore 1980; 
a protracted and exhausting 
land 
war 
in 
which isolated nuclear 
strikes cannot be ruled out; large-scale 
uprising and the breakup of the Soviet 
empire in part as a consequence of the 
protracted war. 
That 
sounds 
like 
the wishful 
thinking 
of an extreme right- 
wing Communist hat­ 
er. 
Not at all 
It is 
the 
conclusion 
of a 
Soviet author, Andrei 
Amalrick, whose book 
— 
in 
translation 
will 
shortly be published 
t 
(Harper & Row) in this 
country. TTie title is 
“ Will The Soviet Un­ 
ion Survive Until 1984? 
And, 
needless to add, the book will not 
be published in the author’s native land. 
Kremlinologists 
in 
Washington who 
read it in manuscript 
were fascinated 
by the conclusions 
of this 32-year-old 
mathematics 
teacher, 
author 
and 
playwright whose plays have never been 
produced. 
The gradual liberalization which some 
interpreters have read Into recent de­ 
velopments in the Soviet Union is whol­ 
ly false, Amalrick concludes. The iron 
rigidities of the regime threaten 
its 
existence quite apart from what a pro­ 
tracted war might do. 
This bears, of course, on the spiral- 
ing nuclear arm s race and the ever- 
increasing cost in billions of dollars. 
In the United States 
the swollen de­ 
fense 
budget 
plus 
the Vietnam war 
mean 
that urgent demands for re­ 
building the cities, for education, for 
cleaning up the environment are stint­ 
ed or denied 
altogether. The billions 
spent on arms 
which 
contribute 
no 
direct 
benefit 
to the society fan the 
fire of inflation. 
How is this burden borne in the Soviet 
Union and are its consequences as fate* 
ful as they are in the United States? On 
the comparison of the crunch, as it press­ 
es down on the two nuclear giants, this 
reporter recently had a discussion with 
one of the men in the Pentagon who car­ 
ries a heavy responsibility for defense 
spending. It went more or less like this: 
Pentagon: 
You see, 
we can take it 
without having to put up with any real 
hardships. You must remember that our 
gross national product, now well over 
$900 billion and approaching an annual 
rate of a trillion dollars, is twice their 
GNP. 
Reporter: 
Yes, but you can look 
around here and see the consequences in 
inflation and political unrest. The Con­ 
gress is in revolt 
against 
military 
spending. 
The 
Soviet 
Union is a to­ 
talitarian 
society and they can turn 
the screws to prevent even the most 
minor signs of discontent. 
Pentagon: 
That isn’t entirely true. 
We think there is widespread discontent 
with both the quality and the quantity of 
consumer goods. You have toaskhowfar 
this can go. They’ve been promised so 
much for so long. 
Reporter: 
Yes, our people have been 
promised a lot, too. In the Soviet Union 
they don’t have television commercials 
telling you that you, too, can have a shiny 
new car 
Pentagon: Let’s get this straight. Their 
figures on defense spending are phony. 
They are spending altogether on defense 
20 per cent of their gross national pro- 
duct which, as I said, is about half ours. 
In the next fiscal year we will get our 
rate down to close to 7 per cent That 
is the real comparison, leaving out the 
a nnounced Soviet figures which are mean­ 
ingless. 
As always in the wake of such a dis­ 
cussion 
you think of a debating point in 
later reflection. The United States has a 
huge 
consumer economy that takes a 
far 
greater 
proportion of total 
re­ 
sources than the straveling consumer ec­ 
onomy of the Soviet Union As just one 
example, we produce up to 9,000,000 mo­ 
torcars a year and sustaining that vol­ 
ume in choked 
city 
streets and con­ 
stantly expanding highways adds up to a 
sizable share of the economy. Tbe Sov­ 
iet Union produces perhaps 150,000 cars 
a year and the queue 
in line for this 
minuscule 
output 
extends from Omsk 
to Tomsk to Novosibirsk. 


The signs of liberalization 
followed 
Nikita Khrushchev’s 
de-Stalinization 
when after the 20th party congress the 
fearful 
record 
of the dictator was re­ 
vealed Khrushchev promised the Sov­ 
iet people 
more of the good things of 
life. With those promises unkept for the 
most part, the gauge of discontent is 
reportedly rising But how significantly 
and how fast no one can judge. 
The handful 
of dissenters protesting 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia 
are 
whisked off to prison or exile. The great 
novelist, Alexander Solzhenitsyn, charg- 


ed 
with allowing his two novels, “ The 
Cancer Ward” and “ The First Circle,” 
to be smuggled out to America, is threat­ 
ened with loss of his livelihood. Other 
w riters have been jailed. Amalrick, the 
prophet of doom, once 
before 
exiled 
to Siberia 
for allegedly 
anti-Soviet 
and pornographic 
writing, will surely 
end up in exile or prisión again. He can 
thereby 
have 
the thin satisfaction of 
proving that 
liberalization is an illu­ 
sion.
